THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

AVON  PLACE  HOME. 


By  a  vote  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Avon  Place 
Home,  the  Annual  Meeting  will  be  held  hereafter  in 
November  instead  of  in  May.  This  change  makes 
it  necessary  to  include  eighteen  months  instead  of 
twelve  in  our  Report  this  year. 

We  have  few  new  details  to  communicate  to  our 
friends. 

Our  work  every  year  is  much  the  same  in  its  ori¬ 
gin,  its  methods,  and  its  perplexities.  We  have  the 
same  sad  stories  of  intemperate  fathers,  who  waste 
their  earnings  in  riotous  living;  of  parents,  one  or 
both  of  whom  are  insane ;  of  widowed  mothers,  who, 
left  with  no  provision  for  a  family  of  little  children, 
are  glad  to  be  relieved  of  those  who  are  very  young, 
that  they  may  have  a  chance  to  earn  money  by  day’s 
work  or  by  living  in  families.  We  have  foundlings 
and  children  whose  mothers  are  dead  and  fathers 
helpless  to  give  them  proper  care.  All  these  are 
cases  of  “  Children  found  destitute  within  the  limits 
of  Cambridge,”  and  we  are  constantly  obliged  to 
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refuse  applications  for  admission  to  our  Home  for 
want  of  room  in  our  house,  and  want  of  means  for 
the  support  of  more  children. 

We  have  received  into  the  Home,  since  our  last 
Report,  fifty-five  children.  Of  these  thirty-one 
have  left  us,  distributed  as  follows : 

Twenty-one  have  been  removed  and  cared  for  by 
relatives. 

One  has  been  admitted  to  the  Farm  School. 

Nine  have  been  received  into  homes; — not 
adopted,  but  taken  to  be  taught  and  educated  as 
children  of  the  family.  Two  of  these  will  probably 
be  legally  adopted. 

We  have  now  six  children  under  three  years  old, 
of  whom  two  are  infants  of  less  than  one  year. 

We  consider  our  Home  suitably  filled  when  we 
have  twenty-five  children ;  but  in  great  emergencies 
we  have  taken  even  thirty  at  one  time. 

We  have  had  only  one  death,  —  that  of  a  little 
boy  whom  we  had  always  thought  too  delicate  to 
live,  and  who  at  last  yielded  his  life  to  a  severe 
attack  of  measles.  We  had  fifteen  cases  of  that 
disease,  of  which  only  one  was  fatal. 

Those  children  who  have  remained  in  the  Home 
more  than  one  year  have  parents  still  unable  to  sup¬ 
port  them,  but  too  hopeful  to  be  willing  to  give  them 
up  for  adoption.  We  are  glad,  for  the  credit  of 
human  nature,  that  we  find  few  mothers  willing  to 
give  up  their  children,  even  when  they  bring  nothing 
but  disgrace  and  hard  work  for  their  support. 


THE  AVON  PLACE  HOME. 
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It  is  with  great  regret  that  we  are  obliged  to  relin¬ 
quish  the  valuable  services  of  Dr.  Hildreth  and  Dr. 
Nichols,  both  of  whom  have  given  their  time  and 
skill  to  the  Home  for  many  years.  They  have 
our  lasting  gratitude.  We  are  also  grateful  that 
we  can  retain  some  of  our  older  physicians,  and  that 
others  are  ready  to  help  us  in  our  time  of  need. 

Our  matron,  who  came  to  us  last  year,  we  find 
faithful  and  efficient.  The  second  matron  wins  her 
way  into  the  hearts  of  the  children,  and  our  Home 
has  never  since  its  .foundation  been  in  better  con¬ 
dition  than  at  present. 

“  An  Advisory  Board,”  consisting  of  six  gentle¬ 
men,  has  lately  been  added  to  our  force  ;  and  from 
their  experience  and  counsel  the  Trustees  hope  for 
much  assistance. 

We  must,  however,  make  a  new  appeal  to  the 
Cambridge  public  for  aid  in  our  work.  At  some 
times  in  the  course  of  the  past  year  we  have  been 
troubled  to  know  how  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the 
next  month.  This  was  the  case  last  summer,  when 
we  unexpectedly  received  a  generous  gift  of  five 
hundred  dollars  from  a  friend  who  will  not  allow  us 
to  give  his  name.  The  smaller  gifts  have  cheered 
our  hearts  ;  and  when  we  find  that  some  women 
who  gain  their  living  by  sewing  give  us  two  or  three 
dollars  each  year,  we  wish  that  more  of  our  richer 
neighbors  would  look  into  our  Home  and  consider 
the  needs  of  these  “  Children  left  destitute  within 
the  limits  of  Cambridge.” 
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It  is  with  sorrow  no  words  can  express  that  we 
record  the  death  of  our  beloved  President,  Mrs. 
Henry  W.  Paine.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Home  immediately  succeeding  her  death, 
Dr.  Peabody  offered  the  following  tribute  of  affec¬ 
tion  and  respect  to  her  memory :  — 

Resolved ,  In  the  death  of  Mrs.  Paine  the  Avon  Street 
Home  has  lost  a  friend  whose  wise  supervision,  unceasing 
care,  and  generous  aid  in  every  time  of  special  need  have 
from  the  first  been  essential  to  its  success  and  well-being. 

Resolved,  The  Trustees  lament  the  death  of  a  President 
who  has  endeared  herself  to  us  all  by  her  kindness,  courtesy, 
and  disinterested  benevolence,  and  our  whole  community  is 
bereaved  of  one  who,  foremost  in  every  good  work,  has 
consecrated  her  whole  life,  with  a  singleness  of  purpose 
never  surpassed,  to  the  relief  of  want  and  suffering,  and 
to  the  service  of  her  Divine  Master  in  those  deeds  of  mercy 
hallowed  by  his  example.

BY-LAWS. 


- ♦ - 

Article  I. 

Membership . 

The  number  of  Corporators  of  this  Corporation  shall  be 
seventeen.  Vacancies  shall  be  caused  by  death,  by  resig¬ 
nation,  and  by  the  failing  to  attend  for  a  period  of  twelve 
consecutive  months  some  meeting  of  the  Corporation. 
When  such  failure  occurs,  the  Corporation  shall  by  vote  re¬ 
cord  the  fact,  and  declare  the  membership  vacant.-  Vacan¬ 
cies  shall  be  filled  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  remaining 
members.  This  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  not  be  altered, 
except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Corporators. 

Article  II. 

Common  Seal. 

The  Common  Seal  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  circular 
in  form,  with  the  year  of  its  creation,  and  the  words,  “  Cor¬ 
poration  of  the  Avon  Place  Trustees,  1874,”  inscribed,  and 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Clerk. 

Article  III. 

Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President, 
Vice-President,  Treasurer,  Clerk,  and  two  Auditors,  to  be 
chosen  from  the  Corporation  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  at 
some  adjournment  thereof,  and  to  hold  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  accept  office; 
They  shall  severally  perform  the  customary  duties  of  such 
officers,  and  the  President  and  Treasurer  shall  make  a  re¬ 
port  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  The  Corporators  may,  from 
time  to  time,  appoint  committees  to  aid  in  the  convenient 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Corporation.  At  the 
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Annual  Meeting  the  Corporators  shall  elect,  to  serve  till 
the  next  Annual  Meeting,  a  Board  of  Advisers,  to  consist  of 
five  or  more  persons  who  shall  not  be  members  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  but  who  may  be  called  upon  to  consult  and  advise 
with  the  Corporators,  and  may,  by  vote  of  the  Corporators, 
be  requested  to  meet  with  any  of  their  Committees  or  to 
assist  in  their  work.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  audited  as  often  at  least  as  once  every  six  months. 

Article  IV. 

Meetings  of  the  Corporation. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  at 
the  Avon  Place  Home,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  November, 
at  such  hour  as  the  Corporators  may  decide.  Regular 
meetings  shall  be  held  every  month  at  some  convenient 
place,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President, 
or  any  two  Corporators,  upon  two  days’  notice,  to  be  given 
by  the  Clerk.  A  majority  of  all  the  Corporators  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  quorum  at  any  annual  meeting.  Seven  Corpo¬ 
rators  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  regular  or  special 
meeting. 

Article  V. 

Amendments . 

Articles  II.,  III.,  and  IV.  of  these  By-Laws  may  be 
amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Corporators  at  any 
annual  meeting,  or  at  any  regular  meeting,  when  a  notice 
of  the  proposed  amendment  has  been  given  at  the  previous 
regular  meeting,  or  at  any  special  meeting,  by  the  unani¬ 
mous  vote  of  all  the  Corporators. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting,  May  28,  1881,  Sumner  Albee, 
Esq.,  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Sleeper  were  appointed  a  Committee 
to  confer  with  the  Treasurer  with  regard  to  the  best  method 
of  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  invested  funds. 


EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  RULES  OF  THE  AVON 
PLACE  HOME,  CAMBRIDGE. 


I.  In  admitting  destitute  children  to  the  Home,  preference  shall 
be  given  in  the  following  order  :  First ,  to  orphans  and  foundlings  ; 
Seccnid ,  to  those  whose  parents  or  guardians  surrender  them  to 
the  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  adoption  or  during  their  minority ; 
and  Third ,  to  those  not  so  surrendered. 

Boys  over  seven  and  girls  over  twelve  years  of  age  shall  not  be 
admitted  to  the  Home ;  and,  if  practiable,  boys  over  nine  and 
girls  over  thirteen  shall  not  remain  at  the  Home. 

Any  child  admitted  to  the  Home  temporarily,  without  the  parent 
or  guardian  giving  up  the  child  to  the  Trustees,  in  writing,  for  the 
purpose  of  adoption  or  during  its  minority,  shall  be  admitted  for 
a  definite  time  only ;  and  at  the  end  of  that  time,  if  the  same 
reasons  continue  to  exist,  the  Trustees  may  readmit  the  child  for 
a  further  definite  time,  unless  the  child  is  removed  or  given  up  as 
above  stated ;  provided  that,  before  such  second  admission,  the 
parent  or  guardian  shall  sign  a  paper  giving  up  the  child  to  the 
Trustees  for  adoption,  unless  it  be  removed  within  six  months 
after  the  end  of  the  time  for  which  it  is  readmitted. 

II.  Except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  Home  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  two 
members  of  the  Committee  on  Admission,  or,  should  they  be  out 
of  the  city,  of  any  three  Trustees,  and  a  certificate  of  examination 
from  the  Visiting  Physician. 

The  action  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  shall  be  reoorted 

x 

to  the  Trustees  for  approval  at  their  next  regular  meeting, 
accompanied  by  a  brief  statement  of  the  circumstances. 

V.  All  the  children  shall  attend  the  same  Protestant  church  and 
Sunday  school,  unless  specially  excused  by  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

VII.  The  parents  and  relatives  of  the  children  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  Home  on  Sundays  and  Thursdays  only ,  from  3  to 
5  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  times,  except  by  a  special  written  permit 
from  one  of  the  Trustees. 

The  nursery  and  playroom  only  shall  be  open  to  the  parents 
and  relatives  of  the  children  except  in  cases  of  sickness. 

Others  interested  in  the  Home  will  be  welcome  at  any  time.
